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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance for claims 1-14 is that applicant's claimed 
invention includes a drop ejection device having a deaerator including a wetting layer 
and a non-wetting layer and one or more channels extending through the wetting and 
non-wetting layers, wherein the wetting layer is exposed to the fluid reservoir region. It 
is this limitation, expressed in the claimed combination not found, taught, or suggested 
in the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
